TEIIRIBLE CATASTIlOPllES. 

Fire in a Chinese Theatre— Three Hundred 
People Trampled to Death— Japan- 
ese Town Destroyed, 

S.VN FitAxciBco, Jan. 23. — Advices from 
Foo Ghow leceiyed at HongKong on 
Jannary 2, report a terrible catastrophe 
in a temple at ICwang Fou on December 
8, last. A theatrical lierformance was 
held for the first time in the place, and 
was attended by a large crowd of 
natives and a few Europeans. One 
of the temple lamps was overturned, 
setting thti buildinp; on lire. The panic- 
stricken crowd tried to force a ,way 
through two small doors, In the crush 
,300 persons were trampled to death. The 
victims were principally women and 
children. Of the SO actors only four es- 
caped alivf, and two of the survivors are 
in the native lio-spitnl sullering from in- 
ternal injuries from which the may die. 

A conflaciation attended by a serious 
loss of life occurred at Yoshino, Tseuki 
district, Kanaga Prefecture, on the night 
of December 29. The village, a place of 
170 bouses, was devasted. The place 
faces the Sagami river and high clili's 
rise behind.. Some thirteen people b^- 
ing unable to efTect their escape were 
burned to death and nine seriously in- 
jured.

Why tho Kaiser Refused to Meet Count Her- 
bert at a Recent ■Wedding. 

Bi-;itL!.s-, Jan. S.— It is Stated that the 
action of Kinperor William in refusing

The man who made the third mining 
location on the Coal Hill discoveriea at 
ICamloopa is Mr. William Baillie, who is 
now ataj ins at the Oriental. Indeed, he 
narrowly missed being first in the field. 
Coal Hill gets its name from the fact 
that a com pany in which Mr. B^Ulie 
was interested prospected there three or 
four years ago for black diamonds. Then 
ho let the mutter dro]), and it was after 
he had visited the great mining camps of 
tbe province and got .in idea of the for- 
mations that he bethought him again of 
Coal Itill last summer, and in .Uily he 
hurried up just in time to get tlie tliird 
location. Now there are three hundred 
claims staked, seven of them being 
steadily worked with most promising re- 
sults. Tho Python, owned by a Kam- 
loopa syndicate, has a shaft down fifty 
feet with a oroascut oi thirty-flve feet, 
showing up an immense body of ore. A 
United States Eastern syndicate has 
made a big offer to bond this mine. 
Then comes the Iron Mask, in which 
Clarke Wallace is interested. The ore 
seam on this property is fourteen foet 
wide, witli a breadth between tbe vein 
walla of thirty feet. Two shifts are mak- 
ing the rocks fly in groat shupo.

Sir "William Rose, Bart, Shuts Oot the tub- 
He From the Grouads of Moor 
Park, Surrey. 

LoNDO.v, Jan. 23.— The attempt of Sir 
William Rose, eldest eon of the Jato 
Hon. Sir Jolm Kose, finance minisiefof 
Canada, a member of the Canadian bar, 
and who also served in the Montreal 
Garrison Artillery, to shut out the pub- 
lic from the historic grotinds of his scat, 
Moor Park, near Faru ham I Surrey, has 
created a great deal of ill-feeling and led 
to a remarkable manifestation on Sun- 
day, when it was locked for the lii'st 
time in centuries. Hundreds of people, 
headed by the Farpham district council, 
marched to the gates and demanded ad- 
mittance.

Propositions of Messrs. Spalding and 
Scrymser Discassed Before Committee 
of House of Representatives. 



Wa.siiiNOTON, Jan. 23, — Messrs.. .Tames 
A. Scrymser- and Ednaund L. - Bayliss 
were before the house committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce yester- 
day ill the interest of the Pacific Cable 
Company o! New York. They both 
argued uijoii the merits of the ScryiuHcr 
bill of tho New .lersoy com])any. Mr. 
SuryuiBor stated tliat his comijnny 
would want eighteen months after the 
passage of the bill to complete che cable 
to Hawaii and eighteen months more to 
complete it to Japan. 

Mr. Pattorson, of Tennessee, said it 
had been charged that the Scrymser com- 
pany was in sympathj'- with England 
and English interests 

Mr. Scrymser said of course his com- 
pany would expect to do English busi- 
ness. 

Jlr. Pattoroon said there should be in- 
serted in the bill a provision that the 
cable coinpimy ahould not come under 
British inlluence. ^9 

Mr. Seymour referred to .General 
Swayne's staternent that Japan wanted 
no cable connection as ridiculous. He 
said the .Japan and Chinese telegraph 
lines M'ore dependent upon and con- 
trolled by Busaian lines. The Spalding 
compariy, he said? would build to Ha- 
waii and stop. His lino to Japan would 
save tlio jieoplo of that countrv more 
tiian $1,000,000 in tolls. " Tlic .Tapan- 
ese," he said, " are flocking into Hawaii 
npwt This country is going to have a 



contest with tlio Japanese or some otlier 
p iwer to control Hiiwaii. It is neces- 
sary to have a cable line there aa soon as 
possible." 

Mr. Scrymser did not like tho idea of 
leaving the matter of the contract with 
the postmaster-general. The present 
postmaster-general will not have time to 
act, and we don't know who the next 
Iiostiiiaster-gcneral will be, or what he 
will do." 

The discussion developed a wide dif- 
ference of opinion. 



ACSTKALIA'S MANY MURDERS. 

Another Body Discovered— P.-ipers Ready 
lor the Extradition ol Butler. 

S.\.N Fi!.\.Neisfo, Jan. L';i. — interest in 
the ])lana laid for the capture of the 
Australian murderer, Erank Butler, 
which for ten days past has continued 
in unabated intensity, has btfiJii hffight- 
oned by a private cablegram from Syd- 
ney.

On September 1 the men started 
out together for I'arkes and a few days 
later were seen prospecting in the Black 
hille^ On September 7 Butler returned 
to Sydney alone- 
Detective John Roche, one of Aus- 
tralia's brightest special ofhcers, is on 
his way from \Vaahingtun to this citv. 
lie left the capital after having secured 
the final signatures necessary to the 
Butler extradition papers, and will arrive 
hero Tuesday morning.

A truce has evidently been arranged 
between the promoters of the Eraser 
Valley and Burrard Inlet railroad and 
those behind the Vancouver, Victoria 
and Eastern railroad route to Rossland.

'war EA&iLE MINE. 

The Fight at the Meetlnt: of Stockholders at 
^ Spokane. 

Seattle, Jan. 23.— No event in months 
has caused so much interest and talk 
among mining men as the sale on last 
Wednesday of the famous War Eagle 
mine. The purchase price, as already 
published in the Post-Intelligencer, was 
,f700,000 cash, and the title dseds have 
been transferred to the officers of the 
new compauv. Besides this the stock- 
holders receive about if/O.OOO, receipts 
from ore in transit. The price amounts 
to about ^1.5-1 per share. 

The consummation came after a tem- 
pestuous day of controversy, and was 
achieved in the face of spirited opposi- 
tion, which forced the Gooderham syn- 
dicate to increase their ofl'er by nearly 
:ii70,000. Of the stock represented at the 
Spokane meeting, 267,145 • shares voted 
for the proposition and 173,995 shares 
were thrown against it. 

After the battle was over, the five, of 
the seven trustees who are now in 
Spokane passed a resolution in accord- 
ance with the vote of a majority of the 
stockholders, and the proper oflicers 
executed conveyances placing the pro- 
perty in the hands of Attorney Percy 
Gault, who is representing the Gooder- 
liam syndicate. He in turn transferred 
the money to the oflitera of the old com- 
pany. The Spokesman-Review published 
the following interviews : 

John A, Finch, vice-president of the 
WarlSagle, makes the following state- 
ment ! 

"The stockholders voting for the ac- 
ceptance of the Gooderham proposition 
did so because the price to be paid by 
Mr, Gooderham is all cash upon the de- 
livery of the title deeds. The other pro- 
positions submitted — one by Mr. E. 
Heneage and one by Mr. FretlerickBur- 
bidge — were regarded as in the nature of 
options, with a payment down in one 
case of $200,000, and in the other of $25,- 
000. The stockholders voting for the 
Gooderham proposition know nothing of 
the principals making the Heneage and 
Burbidge offers, and felt grave doubts as 
to whellier the propositions would be 
carried out or not. On the other hand , 
Mr. Gooderham ia well known as a man 
of great wealth and eminent responsibil- 
ity ; and moreover, the money for the 
purchase is now on deposit in the bank 
at Rossland. 

" There are other reasons also which 
actuated the stockholders voting for the 
Gooderham proposition, which will be 
known in time, and which they believe 
will fully justify them in accepting it; 
and all stockholders who will take pains 
to investigate for themselves the reasons 
which have actuated the largest stock- 
holders of the company in refusing the 
Heneage and Burbidge propositions will, 
they feel sure, be completely satisfied." 

President Patrick Clark said: "We 
have made'the best possible bargain for 
ail the shareholderst'and;time will fully 
prove it. We have given exactly the 
same considerationt to this' interests of 
the smaller holders that wo have given 
to the larger owners." 

George iM. Forster, one of the attor- 
neys lor tho majority, said he appre- 
hended no further opposition, as owners 
of nine-tenths of the stock in op))08ition 
liad expressed satisfaction with the 
transfer. 

On the other hand, a majority of the 
smaller stockholders were emphatic af- 
ter the meeting in declaring that the 
majority had thrown away a much bet- 
ter offer and sacrificed about 30 cents 
per share in so doing.

progress had been made towards the art 
of'writing. They are not simply pictor- 
ial or hieroglyphic, but show the begin- 
ning of the cuneiform system of writing, 
and are not merely memoranda, such as 
the American Indiana are accustomed to 
make, but an attempt at a veritable lit- 
erature. A written language and 
a written literature, no matter 
how crude they may be, imply 
progress in civilization. How great tha 
gap is between, say, the naked savages 
of Polynesia and a people who had ad- 
vanced far enough to build temples and 
write theron inBcrlptions to " the King 
of the Universe " and commemorate the 
deeds of his vassal, " the king of the 
earth," we cannot even guess. It is 
something, however, to know that the 
residents of the J^uphratea valley had 
reached this stage of progress 8,000 and 
probably 10,000 years ago. From this 
we may infer that mankind has been 
slowly ascending the pathway of civili- 
zation for at least one hundred centuries.

THE BEGIIS'iYnXG OF JHSrORY. 

To what date should we assis'n the be- 
ginning of history ? Not very long ago 
little difficulty would have been found in 
anawerini; this question. The Protest- 
ant portion of Christendom accepted the 
chronology of Bishop Ussher, who esti- 
mated that, in order to harmonize with 
the Old Testament records, it was ne- 
cessary to assume a little over 4,000 
years as having elapsed between the 
creation and the birth of Christ. Other 
atadentB of the Hebraic records made 
the-period longer. Kone, as far as we 
recall, made it shorter. Bishop Ussher's 
chronology was received with such con- 
fidence that it became an article of faith 
with many people, and tnost middle- 
aged persona can remember a time when 
to intimate a doubt as to its correctness 
was to give, rise to a suspicion of infidel- 
ity. 

When the Kgyptologists began to in- 
struct the world as to the meaning of the 
records of the Nile country, the neces- 
fiity for leaving the question of the earli- 
est historical dates an open one became 
very apparent. ISoi was the shaking up 
of tbe dry bones of chronology confined 
to the events recorded in the Scriptures. 
We soon learned that we must unlearn 
what we had accepted beyond a doubt iu 
tireck and Roman history and.be willing 
to take the dates assigned to any events 
occurring more than 500 years lieforc 
• Christ as at bust only approximations 
and in many cases as little more than 
Kuessos. The I'Igyptian records were 
continuous for so many centuries as to 
make it perfectly clear that the date of 
t!ie great cataslroi)he, the story of which 
is !)rcsurveil by every race, antl which 
we call the Deluge, must be placed at a 
more remote period than Ussher had set 
f 3r the creation. 

During the last twenty years a new 
element lias come up for consideration, 
namely, the bearing of the ruined citiea 
of Central America and the adjacent 
portions of South America upon the 
early history of mankind. Here are the 
remains of cities so ancient that the 
legends of tin- Indinii tiiheg contain no 
suggestion as to their o;igin. The same 
is true of the gigantic statues of J'^aater 
Island, that solitary speck in the wastes 
of the South Pacific. There stand huge 
carved figures looking out over the ocean 
as they luue looked out over it for so 
many centuries that the myth- 
ology of Polynesia preserves not 
even a hint as to wiio tlio 
unkriown sculjjtors were. A French 
explorer claims to have discovered and 
deciphered an ancient Mayan record, 
which gives some general historic data, 
from which it appears that the Central 
American ruins antedate those of Egypt, 
the latter being in fact the work of a 
colony sent out from the ancient Mayan 
nation. This claim is supported by the 
Egyptian storv of Atlantis, but there is 
a disposition in well-informed quarters 
to receive the claims of the Frenchman 
with many grains of salt. 

In the midst of so mnch uncertainty 
as to the antiquity of human records, it 
is satisfactory to know that the exjjlora- 
tions now in progrcES in Babylonia are 
fixing the dawn of civilization with some 
slight approach to accuracy. Professor 
Hilprccht, the historian of the most re- 
cent exploratory expedition, says that 
" we pan no longer hesitate date the 
founding of the temple of Bdl and the 
lirst settlements in Nippur somewhere 
between 6,000 and 7,000 B.C., and prob- 
:i!)!v earlier." The chief source from 
which this conclusion is drawn is a li- 
brary of 32,000 tablets that has been 
found iu the littby Ionian ruins. A very

A MOVEMENT is ou foot in New Bruns- 
wick to erect a memorial to the late Sir 
Leonard Tilley. For forty years Sir 
Leonard was closely identified with the 
affairs of bis native province, and his 
connection with Dominion politics is a 
part of the history of Canada. He was 
almost the last survivor of that brilliant 
galaxy of men who were prominent in 
the public life of New Brunswick be- 
tween fifty and thirty years ago. Others 
were Lemuel Allen Wilmot, Charles 
Fisher, John H. Grey, William John- 
stone Ritchie, Robert L. Hazen. The 
list might bo prolonged. The times were 
calculated to develop strong men, for 
the battle for responsible government 
was then being waged. Sir Leonard 
Tilley may bo regarded as typical of the 
now political life, which resulted from 
the labors of Wilmot and Fisher. It 
may be said of him that while he had 
many opponents, ho had no enemies.

Young, the coming El Dorado of the 
West. LIr. Young, who is now staying 
t the Hotel Driard, will be rsmemberctl 
8 an active and up-to-date business 
man here a few years ago. At present 
is publisher and manager of the 
Slocan City News and one of the 
most energetic champions of the totvu 
ot which ho is a retfidout. With a map 
and a pencil ho can conclusively demon- 
strate in five minutes why Slocan City 
and no other place is destined by gener 
ous nature to become the metropolis of 
the great Kootenay pountry, the busi 
nesE capital of the province and the 
richest mining town on the face of the 
continent. Slocan City, from Mr. Young's 
tandpoint, may also be described as the 
modern Rome, for all roads lead thither 
— or rather will when they are built. 

Speaking of the mines in tlie immedi- 
ate vicinity, Mr. Young says that among 
the most important recent discoveries 
are the gold properties of Lemon Creek 
extending up the valley about fourteen 
miles. Some hunilred or more locations 
lave been made up this creek and its 
branches, with well-defined ledges in 
i^h grade carbonate andiiuartz ore, as- 
saying an average of ^60 to .iillOand run- 
ning as high as $2,000 in gold to the ton.

One re(itiires to study more than the 
Btaiulard geographies to keep even casu 
ually informed as to British Columbia, 
so freciuently is tho birth of some now 
embryonic metropolis modestly an- 
nounced. A late addition to tho num- 
ber is Fault, 0^ Kamloops Lake, wliere 
there aro at present a sawmill, one or 
two stores, several liouses and other 
signs of a coming city. Mr. J. J, Gen 
elle, the owner of the townsite and the 
busy sawmill, has been spending several 
days at the New England, and .left for 
the Sound by last night's Kingston. 
Kault is not without indications of min- 
eral wealth in its immediate neighbor- 
hood, while it has also the strong auxil- 
ary advantages of arable and timber 
land equally convenient. 

Tho rapid development of the salmon 
industry in the North, which was the 
feature of last season's operations, [iro- 
mises to produce a number of new can- 
neries this year at advantageous fishing 
points. One of the latest to embark in 
the business, according to Mr. Frank 
West who has recently returned from 
Fort Simpson, is Mr. \\. A. War'hams, 
who has had plans prepared for a large 
and thoroughly well equipped establish- 
ment at Kivero' Inlet. 

Mr. Thomas E. and BIr. W. II. Ladner 
arrived down from the Fraser river yes- 
terday and will spend several ilays in 
the capital. The former, who is a 
pioneer of tho salmon packing industry 
and an authority upon it, is somewhat 
apprehensive of overproduction this 
coming season, no fewer than ten new 
canneries being at present in course of 
erection on the Eraser. One of these, 
just below the Beaver, is a co-operative 
concern, some forty of the best fishermen 
on the river having pooled their inter- 
ests, each contributing $500 to the gen* 
eral capital. 

Mr. David Oppenheimer of Vancouver 
does not think the coast cities are get- 
ting as much of the trade of the mining 
districts as they should. Chatting over 
business prospects last night at the 
Driard, Mr. Oppenheimer was very 
much in favor of a direct road from 
the coast to Southern Kootenay on the 
principle that " we need it in our busi- 
ness."

Now that tho new city council nrc settling 
down Into thclr'places, people will natur- 
ally look forward 1o some movement to- 
wards puttiujr tlie streets in' propor n'pair. 
JIayor lU'tUeru nuuie tliis tinestion one of 
the leading leatures of his cainijuign 
speeches, and also of bis inaugural address 
at the meeting of the council on Monday 
evening. 

(juestioncHl yosteniay us to Ijis views 
upon the best nu'Uiqd of giving tlu> people 
good streets, His Worsliij) s!ii(i; 
■ "As you know, one of the iprineiiml 
phmks in niy olectiou iiliitform was tiiat 
immediate iiftenlioM slioiild be iiaid to tliis 
most im])ort!inl subject, and 1 have already 
rein'.estod tlie city engineer-to ]iroiiai e sonic 
fsliniate of the prineipal streets that re- 
<iuire attention, so tluit J may lie in a 
jiosition to present it to the-oouncil anil ask 
lliein to take action." 

He liad not yet had time, the Mayor ex- 
plained, to go into details, nor coidd he 
siiy oil-hand wlint streets slioiild bo in- 
ohuled in -the estiinato, bat his own indiv 
idual view was that a sum of money, say 
^100,000, bliould be Imrrowed to place all 
tlic streets in the centre of the city in f;oocl 
condition. Jlacadani with concrete gut- 
ters \vo\ild, he tlionght, answer admirably 
in tlie i)resent state of llie civic linances,for 
block or brick or asjjhalt paving was very 
much more c.Npensive, and a compreher.- 
sive aohenio he feared on sucli lines would 
Just now be beyond the city's iiieans. (iov 
urnraent street was already in fair coiuli 
tlon, -the lower pantof'Vates street had also 
been maradainized, with concrete gutter: 
and similar work was in progres 
-on Wharf street. I'art of HelleviUe 
street was also in excellent condition, and 
-what was needed was to continue nniead 
aniizing in that direction so as to give a 
ti rat-class road to the outer wliarf. Then 
thc-central streets should also be attended 
to and the work gradually extended. 

Mi this could be accomplished, the 
Moydr-believ^i'Wlthbut adding to the city 
taxation. At present, out of the general 
revenue the citv was spending between 
:f;W,000 and ^oo.OtiO on street work. >'ow if 
.•f 100,000 were borrowed, the interest and 
sinking fund would only amount anniud- 
ly to about ^i;,!)00. If this interest and 
sinking Jfiiiul were taken out of the sum 
now taken from the general 
enne to spend ou the streets 
would, in addition to making the 
$100,000 loan available lor immediate nse,' 
leave some.$28,000 from the general revenue 
■to spend on outside streets at the same 
time. Nest year a $20,000 loan falls due 
■and when it was discharged that would sec 
free $M00 of interest and-^SSO sinking finid. 
In 1899 .another loan of ?!)-', ."iOO would 
mature, setting free ^0,810 now paid for 
sinking fuiul and interest. So that by ISllll 
there would be avadable in general revenue 
$lL',ai0 more tlnui to-day, a sum sullicient 
to pay oil' interest and sinking fund on the 
^ 100,000 loan and to still leave ^5,000 ahead . 

His Worship's preference lor macadam 
was, he said, because while macadam'cost 
■Scents a stiuaru yard and the concrete 
gutters 75 cents a lineal foot, block paving 
on a concrete foimdation would cosl about 
.f2.50 a yard, antl other kinds of paving as 
much or more. In consequence he did not 
thihk that ?li1U,000 woidd go far enough if 
]iaving were decided upon instead of 
macadcni. 

City Engineer Wilmot was able to sup 
ply a good deal of inforniatlon in regard tc 
the diil'erent kinds of paving and their re- 
httive merits, as found in the experience of 
oth(>r cities. No brick or asphalt street 
paving has been used in Victoria, but a 
couple of years ago a block street-crossing 
AVas laid at the corner of Yates and (iov- 
ornnient street as a trial, and .Mr. U'ilmot, 
was of opinion it had w orn very sali.-ifac- 
torily. 'I'liia jiaving was of lir blocks, 
seveii inches by three inches, ilip- 
])ed in asphalt and laid on a Ij-incb con- 
crete foundation with .'4-inch joints lilled 
with asphalt and .tand. This kind of pave- 
ment answered well, he believed, if the tir 
was cut iii the winter when the sap was out 
of the wood. Otherwise the pavement de- 
terioi-ii ted rapidly. 

Konghly siieakiug. the streets in the cen- 
tre- of the city, including from llou^las 
strci't to the water-front and from Cormor- 
ant street to .lanies liay bridge comiirise 
about four uules of road wav, and the co.st 
jier nnic nuicadiunized with concrete gut- 
ters would lie appro-ximately Sl.T.OOO, as 
iigainst iftJi.TOO a mile fiu' bricks or wooden 
block paviug. Asphalt or bituminous jiave- 
raent would come stiU.higher, Mr. Wilmot 
was of opinion that a foiuidation of con- 
crete for paving was jireferable to sand, and 
was decidedly against a jilank foundation, 
though it might l)0 somewhat clieai)er than 
concrete. He furnished a number of 
comparisons of the cost of [laving in 
various cities and showed by the report 
of Mr. i'-^t. (leorge, the city engineer of 
Montreal, th;it wooilen hloidcs were not now 
being much used there, rock as]>halt hav- 
ing the, great preference. In Vancouver the 
bituminous paving that Ini'^ been laid there 
does not seem to stand wear well at the 
edges, for alongside the railway tracks it is 
crumbling away.

Vitrilicil brick has come much into use 
in Toronto and in a great many towns in 
the United .States, its durability Being given 
as from ten to twenty years. 

The most recent experiment on the Const 
in paving has been the oxperlcnce of 
.Seattle, and through the courtesy of Mr. 
AVill II. I'arry, tho city comptroller, the 
Colonist has been furnished with the fol- 
lowing information on tho methods followed 
tliere and the cost of the work:. 

"During the past two years there has 
been constrnctetl in this city .'iKii.'';") s(nuire 
vnids of vitrified brick pavmnent at an 



average cost of ^2.20 per square yai-d for 
'topping' only, including concrete fotin- 
dalion si.v inches in thickness. The brick 
cost practically ?1 per square yard, and the 
items which enter into the total cost of 
construction and the average contract price 
for the same are us follows: (.'learing and 
grubbing ifGO per acre ; excavations 25 cents 
per cubic yard; lumber $11 per 1,000 U.M. ; 
granite curbing inch by 20 inch 11.05 psr 
lineal foot ; catch basins one inlet $47 each ; 
catcli basins two inlets $50 each; pavement 
per sqiuu-e yard .'i!2. l.S. 'I'aveiuent' in- 
cludes the co'nslruction of the foundation 
iiul the surface pavement, including sand 
lining and cle:ining. 

" Work done under the al)Ove prices cost 
propertv holders as f(dlows: For lots ^iO 
feet froiitage and 120 feet delith, $-lSO, the 
width of the pavenfent absolutely paid for 
hy the property holders being I'J'/i feet, 
our streets being t)0 feet in width, is ilividetl 
as follows: Sidewalk, on both sides, IG 
feet; strip through centre, re<|uired to be 
paved and maintuiiied by street railway 
companies, 1!) feet; strips on both sides of 
raiUvav franchise, 10!. j feet. Krom the 
above yon will see that the total cost of 
IKivenient, including grading, coijcrete 
foundation, granite euros, catch basins to 
sewers, the topping itself and all incident- 
als, aggregate something like $:i.70 per 
scpiiire y;ird. Some of this - ))avo:nent has 
now been under heavy tratlic for nearly 
two years ttud.is still an perfect condition. 

" As to the C08t«nd details and construc- 
ticm where wooden blocks are iis^jil, I am 
not prepared to give much mfonua- 
tum. \\ e have just laid on Cherry street 
l.l-Ci siiuare yards of this class of pave- 
ment, half of which is cd' cedar and half of 
lir. 'fhis pavement is laid n]H)n ('onm-ete 
foundation si.v inches in depth, 'prepared as 
lor brick pavement; but thei-e is no sand 
' cushion ' between the concrete founda-, 
tion ;uid the blocks as is thefaso with the 
brick pavement, and all joints between the 
wooden blocks are lilled with pavers' i)itch ; 
whereas in the case of brick,, dried sand is 
used for grouting the joints. The 
price of vitrilied brick used in our 
IKivements averages aiioiit ,'fl(i,50 jior M, 
I am informed, 1 have not been able to 
learn what price the contractors pay for 
their wooden blocks. The cost of tho 
wooden block iiavenient, 1 am informed by 
the engineer, is nearly identical with that 
of the brick pavement," 

Another person who had something to 
say on street-paving yesterday was Mr. A. 
V, Barliatn, the nnuiager of the Uritish 
Columbia Pottery Co, 

" I read with much interest," he siud, 
" the editorial in this morning's Coi.o.nist 
on the subject of i4treet pavements, and, 
llioiigh 1 agree with much there slated. I 
nuist heg leave to <Ufler with some of the 
rennirkson the subject of asphalt side- 
walks. In the lirst place 1 do not think 
that the people of 'Victoria wnnt to try any 
more 'experiments' in this material 
They have, I think, already convinced 
themselves by sundry and costly experi 
ence that it is not a success here, whatever 
it may be elsexvhore. In the second jilace 
1 venture to doubt that any jiuvement, laid 
in the manner vou-descrihi', would stand. 
The seitlemeiit of the t-Anh Idling 
of which tliere would in most 
cases require to be a good deal, wouUl, I 
think, in all prol;abilitv, cau-<^ the surface 
(d' the sidewalk to crack and break up, as 
has happened in many instances; antl the 
rats, also, would be a source of danj^er to 
the durability ol' the pavement, as they ap 
p< ar to look ujjon under the sidewalk as 
the most desirable location in the city. Vou 
are possibly not aware thattliecity author- 
ities now rei]uire a substantial foimdation 
of stoiu' Idling and concrete under any per 
manent siiiewa-lk, which of course consid- 
erably increjsi'S the lirst cost, though 
makes a thoroughly good and ndiahle job 
wdu'u <loiK^ properly, 1 should like to call 
your attention to a piece of vitrilied brick 
sidewalk, maiiufactiifeil and laid hy the 
company, opposite the Five Sisters' lilock, 
about six mouths ago. It is on a stojie and 
concrete foundation, as recpiired by the 
city engineer, and cost, including every- 
thing, ¥l.r>0 jicr sipiare yard, put downby 
day work. J am inclined to think 
that from the remarks which are 
almost daily iinide to ine ami hy 
people who are qtlftlilied to ]iass an 
opinion on such work, that it is alreatlv 
considere<l to bi; a success. 

" With regard to brick j>aving for streets 
1 have no personal experience of these, 
though I have made what has been done in 
the United States in this direction aniatter 
of study, and tlie general verdict seems to 
be in favor of brick navinp in .preference to 
any otiier material lorci;y streets, 1 shall 
be very plea'^i'<J to L'lve .'inyone taking an 
iiil crest in I -^uhieiit all the information 
I have at my d spo.-?al. " 

.Mr. llarhain showed several specimensnf 
brick paving, and state<l that his company 
had as t;ood material here for making street 
])aviin; bricks as could be had elsewhere, 
and if the city were ])repared to do several 
miles of streets, the company wouhl be 
ready to put in a plant for making the 
street paving bricks, and could furnish 
them at he believed. a price just as cheap as 
could be securoi .in the East. He showed 
a letter from F. F. Cooke. Mayor of Ualcs- 
burg, Illinois, stating that that city has 17 
miles of streets paved with vitrilied brick, 
two courses being used, the bottom one 
laid Hat, the toji ccnirse en ('in;e at right 
augleH with a cunt of sand bctlveeii. .\o 
foundation is urcd c.xcent roliins; tlie earth 
solidly, and then jdacing on it four inches 
of sand. Some of this jiaving had been 
down for twelve years, and not a cent had 
been needed for rejjairs. The cost was be- 
tween $1.30 and $ljli0.u s<|uare yard.

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The New Superintendent of Qnaian- 
'tine Has a Smallpox Patient 
on Hand, 



His Case Having Ueveloi)ed During: 
the Just Completed Voyage 
of the Taeoma. 



Dr. A. T. Wfitts's official duties iis 
Dominion quarantine officer assumed 
practical shape for the first time yester- 
day morning, when the Northern PaciOc 
liner Victoria, Captain A. Gore, put 
into William Head with the yellow fliig 
flying to signify that there was a case of 
smallpox on boaru. The disease devel- 
oped in one of the Chinese firemen 
on the second day out from Yoko- 
hama. As soon as the attention 
of the ship's oflicors was directed 
to it the patient was immediatclj' 
placed in the hospital on board ship, 
every precaution being exercised in 
treating hiu!. On the steamer's arrival 
at William Head ho was removed to the 
hospital, the ship's baL'gage was all 
placed in the big fumigating retorts, her 
Asiatic hands, passengers and crew v/ere 
landed for detention; and the vessel 
Jierself after being thorouglily charged 
with the f\iuies of disinfectants, was de- 
tained twelve hours. Shortly after 
dark she came alongside the outer 
wharf, coming under the surveillance of 
a vigilant corps of customs ofilcers, 
who refused the press commonplace 
courtesies until ilong after communica- 
tion with elioie had been established. 
This communication was of course 
limited and was confined strictly to 
thoso having business with the vessel 
and the puHeeiigers who wished to dia- 
embiirk. Freight amounting to nearly 
2()0 tons for this port was discharged and 
the vessel was then given permission to 
proceed on her way to the Sound. 
The case of smallpox is pronounced 
by some people to be pretty severe, 
but Dr. Watt does not think it really ia 
very serious. There are detained at 
<iuarantine 83 Chinese and 10 Japanese 
ijassengers, with 66 of the Chinese crew. 
Jn consequence of the trouble the veaael 
had to ship several new hands last even- 
ing before leaving port. Her passage, 
apart from the smallpox outbreak, was 
uneventful, it being marked throughout 
by line, sunshiny weather. The vessel 
is very heavily loaded with cargo, having 
brought nearly 3,300 tons. To tliia 
her offlcers are anxious to give 
quick dispatch, but N-ivigating OtH- 



cer Patterson has more anxiety 
on his shoulders than this, and 
is wondering whether the ship is likely 
to be long delayed at Port Townsend. 
In that event ha will be entitled to con- 
siderable sympathy, as a happy event, 
which would otherwise soon bo cele- 
brated, will have fo be postponed. Ofli- 
cer Patterson is well known in 
this city, and it is not long 
since he was one of the com- 
pany of the City of ICingston. 
The Victoria paloon passongor list was 
made up of Mr. and iMre. Slierer, iiiis- 
sionaries, who are roturniiig from a lone 
service in .fapan ; ,T. .J. I'lllis, E. Wiieel- 
er and V.. Klotchkoweki, a Russian gov- 
ernment engineer who lutils from Vladi- 
vostock and who is going to Paris on a 
pleasure tour. He speaks very little 
English and has therefore had very little 
to aay to his fellow passengers.
